There are few who have not heard or

deeply. 


"My friend," said the landlord, seat- 


ing himself, "you speak as if you had 
known the want of these things. Have 
I guessed aright?" 


His guest looked up. 
"Would you hf>nr my tilp?" he nqltpd 
For } ears I have kept silence, but to 


day it seems as if it would lighten my 
heart to speak. Listen and beieve it if 
you can. Less than seven years ago I 
was a gay, light hearted youth in this 
our quiet fatherland. Having no near 
relations, I was led to visit some distant 
ones who had lived for many years in a 
small town in France. 
"ily uncle, as I called him out of 


friendliness, was a kind, good fellow, 
well known and respected in the place, 
where he carried on the craft of a watch- 
maker, and he proposed that I should 
become his apprentice and partner, I 
liked the little town, I liked my uncle, 
I liked my aunt, and I soon gave my 
consent.

One morning, however, we 
woke to find everything in confusion. 
Our mayor had been ordered to resign, 
and his place was to bo filled by some 
one sent from Paris. 


"Still, wo never dreamed of what fear- 


ful misery this was the forerunner, We 
had no time to dream, either, the blow 
fell so suddenly. There had been a stir 
going on in the market place for the two 
days following the arrival of tho new 
official; but my uncle and I were busy 
over a discovery which he had made in 
our trade, (ind we were less than usual 
in the streets.

No one came nigh me, and 
yet I could hear sounds as if wretched 
prisoners were being led forth out of 
neighboring cells, doubtless to death;

"How time passed I could not tell. 


day and night to me were alike in my 
cell. I woke up to find light and warmth 
and kindly faces about me. Slowly 1 
regained consciousness enough to under- 
stand what they told me. I had lain 
five days forgotten, the stillness I had 
noted the third day was accounted for 
by the fact that the news had just 
reached our town of the death of one of 
the greatest leaders of the revolution 
and the consequent decline of the party 
In fear of his life, our terrorist mayoi 
had fled, and the old mayor, resuming 
power, had ordered the prison doors to 
be set open. I, in my solitary cell, had 
been forgotten, and but that some one 
had been sent to examine all the cells 
and collect the fetters used therein, I 
might have perished most miserably. 
As it was, I was carried out perfectly 
senseless and brought to life with some 
difficulty. 


"I am safe now, as you see, comrades 


in my own country, but the anguish of 
those few days will never be forgotten. 
I bear about with me in my face the re- 
membrance of it. Daily I thank God 
for light and air and food, and yet these 
good gifts of his fail to make my heart 
rejoice. Still those dreadful days in the 
dungeon have given me a firm reliance 
on his mercy, and I know that I shall 
one day be joyful again in the city of 
which the gates are never shut and 
where there is no darkness."—New York 
Advertiser.

Coinage Bill," Claaie 2, yon say "that the 
owner of gold and silver bullion of not less 
than $100 value may deposit the same at 
at any mint ot the United States to be 
formed into standard dollars for his bene- 
fit without charge." Now, il this is the 
true meaning of the bill, why can't there 
b« provided a mint where we old farmers 
can take our old horse shoes, scrap iron, 
•to,, and get them made into new horse 
shoes free of charge that we might fill all 
our old stockings, barrels and boxes on the 
farm free of charge and tn fact have a stock 
on hand at other's expense? 


In the fifth clause yon say "there is 


nothing unreasonable in it." Now it looks 
as though it yon quote right there are 
unreasonable cl-uises in the bill. In the 
first place, how are yon going to get men 
to convoit your gold and silver into dollars 
without reasonable compensation for their 
labor? 
Somebody has to pay them and it 


looks to mo as though it would be just as 
treasonable to convert the farmer's scrap 
iron into horse shoes free ot charge as to 
convert gold and silver into dollars free o 
charge.

ED. STATE JOURNAL :— Tbtre are in a let 


ter addressed by 0. W. Irish to the Nevada 
State Irrigation Convention some curions 
misstatements of facts end figures wlr'oh i 
allowed to go uncontradicted would seri- 
ously hamper the efforts ot tboanwho wou'd 
have our State made prosperous by means 
of irrigation. 


"In round numbers," says Mr. Irish, 
" the surface of the State can be divided 
into 60,000 square miles of mountains and 
mountainous lands; 41,000 square miles of 
naked deserts and water surface combined, 
and 21,000 square milts of agricultural 
lands. Of the last about 400,000 acres 
will be found in the foothills and canyons 
of the mountain ranges; of 8(7,000 acres 
within ensj reach of the water needed for 
its cultivation and the remander, 11,230,- 
000 acres, so situated or at so great a dis- 
tance from the water needed for its cultiva- 
tion as to call for capital aggregated in the 
hands of incorporated companies for its 
improvement." 


Now as regards this apportionment cf 


.he surface of the State there is, of course, 
a great deal of guess work, and Mr. Irish's 
guess may be as gcod as that of any one 
else, but the guess of "41,000 square miles 
of naked deserts and water nnrfaces com- 
bined" is palpably erroneous and mislead- 
ng. Taking into account all the larger 
akes— Tahoe, Pyramid, Walker, Carson, 
Hnmboldt, Ruby, etc. — and all the known 
lare deserts of any dimensions, all the ac- 
cessible ran pa and known authorities show 
ess than four thousand square mile?. 


However, the estimate of 21,000 square 


miles "of agricultural lands" may be ar- 
ived at, the figures deduced fiom this esti- 
mate show a vory poor arithmetics! falcnlty. 
Twenty-one thousand square miles are 
iqual to 13,440,000 acres while tho total of 
Mr. Irish's figures in explaining how this 
empirical area ia distributed footti np only 
12.400,000 acres— a trifling discrepancy of 
one million nnd forty thousand acres. 


While there is no doubt as to the pro- 


priety of fostering not only Ike three 
classes enumerated in tbe letter, namely, 
farming, stockraisers 
and 
miners, the 


means suggested to thut eud seeai to bo di- 
rectly in oppoiition to the views of every 
statesman who has considered the question 
and most decidedly counter to tko spirit of 
all recent legislation. 
" Tbe mountain rangrs," again quolirg 


from Mr. Irisb, "should bo subdivided by 
tracing across them the township lines but 
not subdividing the townships." 
* *

Such township should bo soli to actual 


users iu wholes, halves and quarters at 
$1,000 per township." 


Evory Act of Congress of late years 


beariug on tho subject has had in view the 
curtailment of tbe encroachment oi large 
owners of land on tbe public domain and 
even the restriction of privileges of bona 
fide Utters — witness tbe recent repeal of 
Pre-emption Timber culture and alteration 
in the Desert Land Acts. 


If tbe ranges are worth the cost of fenc- 


ing, in which case only are they worth 
possessing, they are certainly worth more 
than five cents per aoie, which is the sum 
for which Mr. Irish proposes to sell tbcm, 


Mr. Irish proceeds to state that : "It 


will coat not less than five and a half 
million dollars to survey the mountain 
lands of Nevada under the system as now 
practiced by the United States while by 
the plan I have proposed" (quoted above) 
"it will only cost about three-quarters of 
a million of dollars. " 


AH regards these figures, at mountain 


rates, viz . $13 for standard and meridian 
lines, which have mostly been run, $11 for 
township and $7 for section hues, one 
township will cost to survey $552. 


Taking the meet authentic figure at 


hand the area of the State ia 112,090 
square miles equal to 3,114 townships 


at tbe maximum or mountain rate of 


$552 per township will amount for the en- 
tire State to only $1,718,928— but over one- 
half ot the Slate has already been sur- 
veyed ana Mr. Irish must have iu view 
some very large increase iu surveying rates, 
; 


when he stated the cost of surveying the 
balance of the State under the present 
system will be five and one-half millions, 
while under his plan, leaving out fully 
four-fifths the worth, the cost would ba 
throe-fourths gt a million, while on his 
own showing the cost should not exceed 
$200.000. 
At Mr. Irish's figure of "five 


cent* per acre to acquire, survey and sell 
anjs" the cost of acquiring, surveying 
nd selling, the whole State would amount 
o $3,586,880, which is somewhat under 
tie five and one -half millions, 
The Commissioner o( the General Land 


Office in his last r«po:t gives tho amount 


>f UQsnrved land in this State at 23,859,- 
'48 acres, winch at mountain rate* re- 
erred to above, would cost to survey only 
1571,596— still somewhat below the five 
and one-half millions and a trifle under the 
hree-qnarters of a million. 


Several other inaccuracies are possibly 


winters' errors, but it would be well to cor- 
rect 
thorn. 
Under the 
proposed new 


method of surveying it is probable thai 
Mr. Irish intended to charge $65 not $650 
per township. It is also likely that the 
cost of improving the wild lands of the 
Mississippi Valley was less tnan five bun 
dred and sixty-five dollars per acre, and 
while anxious to say as much as possibli 
for the agricultural capabilities ot tbii 
State, he would be a bold and advanced 
geographer who would compare its fertility 
with that of the "Southern States north o 
the Red River ot Dakota."

erm iu that capacity, was appointed Gov- 
ernoi of Arizona. Some years ago he en- 
gaged in a scheme to reclaim a part of tbe 
everglades of Florida, an enterprise in 
which he was very successful. 
He was of 


small stature, physically, but one ot the 
most energetic politicians in tha State. He 
tad many friends among old timeNevadans 
who will regret bis death.

History of Oiie of the Most Celebrated 


Criminal Cases of the Century—A Crime 
Tliut Tarnished the Fame of England's 
Pet I>» toe tire Force. 
In December, 1873, a remarkable trial 


took place before Baron Pollock at the 
Old Bailey, London. 
Great Britain 


awoke one morning to find tbat themosl 
trailed officials of Scotland Yard ha<3 
been receiving large bribes from a gang 
of noted criminals. Curr and Benson— 
the latter of whom committed suicide in 
this country a few years ago—were 
dergoing a long term of penal servitude 
for what were known aa the "great tun 
frauds." While in prison they tendered 
certain evidence to the British govern- 
ment which led to the arrest of Chief 
Detective Inspector Clark, Detective In 
spt'ctora Druscovitch, Meiklejohn anc7 
Palmer, with their legal ndviser and at 
torney, Edward Froggat, attorney a1 
law. 


The iitiws sent a shock throughout the 


British' islands. The police force in gen 
eral was not by any means considered 
immaculate, but the great bureau of de- 
tection at Scotland Yard was entirely 
exempt from a shadow of suspicion 
Every effort had been made to hush up 
the case, so as not to shake tho oonfi 
depco of the public. Dismissal, with 
consequent loss of large pensions, was 
it was urged, sufficient punishment, bu 
the home secretary was inexorable. nn< 
the trial went on. 


"I was pre&ent during several days o 


its duration," said the Englishman. "Th 
detectives were confident of acquittal 
being ignorant of the overwhelming evi 
dence in tho hands of the prosecution 
Their look of confidence changed ink 
one of consternation when, close croppec 
and haggard, clad in the hideous stripec 
dress of the feion, upon which from heae 
to foot was stamped the governmen 
broad arrow, Harry Benson, the notori 
ous swindler, entered the witness bos. 


"He was a man of education anc 


marked ability, a first class linguist anc 
capable of mixing in the best society 
The defense was ably conducted, but m 
cross examination could shake the con 
vict, who now had his natural enemies 
in his toils and fcr once was telling th 
truth. Curr followed and in every porn 
corroborated his fellow prisoner. He be- 
longed to a lower grade than Benson 
but possessed considerable force of intel 
lect. So much for tho evidence of brib 
ery, which, it may be said, came from a 
tainted source. 


"But telegrams were produced show 


ing that when iu pursuit the detec 
tives wired tho convicts of their move 
ments, warning them to fly. Time af te 
time, when close on their track, these 
messages were sent and subsequent meet 
ings were held in London, where hun 
dreds of pounds were paid over to these 
sleuth hounds of the law. Froggat, th 
lawyer, was also in the conspiracy am 
rendered services of it, technical nature 
He and Clark were out on bonds nnc 
quite confident of acquittal. 


"Tho first relied on lack of evidence 


the chief inspector had stronger grounds 
For years he h;<<l been body detective t< 
the Prince of Wales, and during his at 
tendance ou Ins royal highness it may b 
supposed that he had acquired secre 
knowledge of his actions which th 
crown officials would not like divulged 
That 'knowledge is power' was provec 
in this instance, for it certainly enabled 
Clark to elude the meshes of the law. 


"The judge charged the jury deac 


against the inspectors and Froggat, bu 
was very light on the chief. In fact the 
crown produced very little testimony 
against him. After an absence of abon 
an hour the jury returned. The verdic 
was 'Guilty' as against tho four minor 
detectives and the lawyeis, 'Not guilty 
as against Clark, who at once left the 
clock. 
" 'Have yon anything to bay, Drasco 


vitch,' asked the judge, 'why sentence 
should not be pronounced upon you?' 


"The prisoner made a fine speech—he 


could speak six languages—in which he 
referred to long services rendered, the 
ruin which hia conviction involved, the 
overwhelming nature ot the temptation 
and finally his helpless wife and family. 
The other officers followed in u similar 
strain and with tearful eloquence begged 
for mercy. These iiien, who had mer- 
cilessly fastened the steel handcuffs on 
victims innumerable made a piteous 
spectacle when 111 the strong grasp of 
the law. Their pleadings were of little 
avail, and after reminding them of the 
scandal they had brought upon their 
profession, the baron sentenced them to 
two years' imprisonment with hard la- 
bor—this was the severest punishment 
available under the act of parliament— 
and before they fully realized their doom 
they were hustled out of sight into the 
cells of the Old Bailey. 


"Froggat's turn now camo, and it was 


generally thought his sentence would be 
lighter. 
" 'I have a special sympathy for you, 


Edward Froggat,' concluded the judge. 
'Yon belong to the same honorable pro- 
fession as I do my self. Much is intrusted 
to ua and much is expected of us. In 
sentencing you I do so with pain and re- 
luctance, but I cannot seo any reason for 
reducing the term of imprisonment—two 
years with hard labor.' 


"This cnme pn the wretched man like 


a thunderbolt, and, bursting into hys- 
terical tears, he raised hia hands above 
his head. 'For God's sake, my lord,' he 
exclaimed, 'lessen tho sentence!' This 
wns all he had time to say, for the jailers 
do not encourage sentiment, and ho was 
instantly hurried out of sight. I may 
mention that ho was rearresterl at the 
termination of his sentence for defraud- 
ing a lady of £5,000, for which, at the 
same bar of jnbtice, lu> received seven 
years' penal servitude. 


"Thus ended one ot the most cele- 


brated trials of tins century, which 
gained its importance not of course from 
the enormity of the crime, but from 
the vital principles involved, which 
struck at tlie root of the whole En"lisl) 
police system."—Chicago News 


A DETECTIVE'S STORY. 


Dow the ITludliiff of » Visiting Card l>d 


to nn Important Arrest. 


Two men sat in a secluded corner of 


the Ebbitt House lobby and enjoyed a 
quiet chat over their after dinner cigars. 
That was not a remarkable fact, but one 
of the men is one of the best known 
members in his profession, and if he 
were inclined to tell a history of bis in- 
teresting experience it would fill vol- 
umes. The smooth shaven gentleman 
with the quiet demeanor is one of tho 
keenest of criminal catchers, G, M. 
Fletcher, of Chicago. Mr. Fletcher re- 
lated what he calls the strangest and 
luckiest piece of trailing in his life, and 
the end of the trail was in Washington, 
"although," says Mr. Fletcher, "it was 
only lack on my part tbat it did." 


Fifteen years ago a wealthy old farmer 


named Wilson was found murdered just 
outside his house, near Evauston, HI. 
The old man had that day concluded the 
sale of a piece of property, and was re- 
turning with nearly $2,000 in his pocket, 
as it was growing dark, the cash having 
been paid over after banking hours in 
Evanston, and Wilson incautiously al- 
lowed the remark to drop that he wished 
he had not made the sale until next 
day. 


He did not like thu idea of carrying so 


much wealth to bis home, five miles dis- 
tant. These ~facts, besides the murder 
itself, and tho knowledge that a notori- 
ous gambler named Edmondson had 
overheard the speech, were all the clue 
offered the detectives, who were set to 
work on the case with a reward of $3,000, 
held out as an inducement for running 
down the murderer 
or mxirderers. 


Months passed, but no further trace of 
the gambler who was suspected conld be 
found anywhere. 


During the early spring of 1877 Fletcher 


was sent east on a mission by the agency 
of which he is a member, and in the 
course of his trip concluded to spend a 
day or twoin Washington before return- 
ing to the Lake City. While passing up 
Pennsylvania avenue, near Sixth street, 
with a friend, his attention was attracted 
to a small visiting card, which, after the 
manner of his profession, ho picked up 
and examined. 


"I wasn't thinking of business just 


then," said Mr. Fletcher, "but I suppose 
instinct led me to do as 1 did, and what 
do you suppose that pasteboard con- 
tained? The autograph of the very man 
I had been looking for for months. Of 
course the signature was not familiar to 
me, but the first thought to suggest it- 
self was, 'How did the card get there?" 
and I could answer it only one way— 
Edmondson had dropped it—but how did 
he happen to retain the same name if he 
was guilty, unless he did not feat detec- 
tion? 


"Will, to cut a long story short, I de- 


termined to stay in Washington awhile 
and see what could be seen. I found 
out the most notable houses where a 
gambler of his type would be likely to 
hold forth, and after ten days' shadow- 
ing I found him in an old frame house 
on Four-and-a-Half street. 
Edmond- 


son came with me without a reqaisition, 
and made no fight. In fact, he was 
tired of leading a hunted life and con- 
fessed the crime. Ho said he always 
had an idea that the visiting card would 
provo hia doom, but somehow or other 
he could not destroy it, and knew at 
once when ho missed it from his case 
that it would be a clew, for he had 
been traveling under an assumed name 
since tho murder. Tho card was the 
last link of his former life. 


"Edmondson was hanged a few months 


later, and that ended the most curious 
episode in my twenty-five years' expe- 
rience as a detective."—Washington 
Post.
